Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on August 17, 2009 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 17 is being considered 
by the examiner. 

3. Applicant's Amendment filed May 05, 2009 in response to Examiner's Final Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 1-6, 9-72 are pending in the application. Claims 1 and 24 are 
independent claims. Claims 1 and 24 are amended, claims 7, 8 and claims 29-70 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The independent claims 1 and 24 are allowed over the prior art of record. The reasons for 
the indication of allowable subject matter of these claims has been addressed in the Final Office 
Action dated March 16, 2009.

Dependent claims 2-6, 9-23, 25-28, 71 and 72 being fiirther limiting to the independent 
claims 1 and 24 are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Nelson et al., US Patent No. 5,937,422 teaches automatically 
generating a topical description of text by receiving the text containing input words; assigning an 
input- word score to each input word; creating a tree structure under each input word, where each 
tree structure contains the definition of the corresponding input word; assigning a definition- 
word score to each definition word; combining the tree-word lists into a final word list; assigning 
each word in the final word list a final-word-list score. The closest prior art fails to anticipate or 
render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
